We alho had a jack rabbit bhoot 


Juring January, quite a large party 
-oing to Roselle. In the next county. 
on the old line of the S. P. R. R.. and 
quite close to the Gre.it Salt Lake, 
cm its north end. The people living 
near turned out with teams to bring 
in the rabbits, only there were not 
nearly enough, as a good manyof 
the rabbits were left behind. They 
also treated us to coffee and pie and 
asked us to come again. I guess we 
shot about four thousand jacks that 
day. 
possibly 
five 
thousand. A 


rancher living in that country aakea 
me to come out next fall, and shoot 
sage hens. He says there are plenty, 
and as he lives in that country he 
knows where to find them. --On* win- 
ter I saw a bunch of about two hun- 
dred in one flock. They are big 
birds and you can't carry vjery many. 
The seventeen 
ducks I brought In 


last time made a coatful, while the 
eight jack rabbits I brought home 
and had to carry a block were more 
than I cared for. I'll not promise so 
inany next time. The real hard part 
of duck shooting is coming back to 
the car in the afternoon. You art 
out in the lake perhaps a mile and; 
the long wade through the mud and 
water is tiring, as you hare ducks, 
shells, guns, decoys, and shovel to 
carry, but sometime* you hare no 
ducks to worry you, but a few more 
shells. 


While I am writing this the pa- 


pers are full of the bad storm you 
had in j-our part of the country. 
It 


must have been severe. Out here it 
is fine now and the roads are getting 
in good condition. 
When I was out 


rabbit shooting the other day we had 
quite decent weather. It snowed a
